‘Buried In Winona: 


Was Ill Nine Years 


Winona, Minn —(NC)— Solemn 
Pontifical Requiem Mass for the 
Most Rev, Francis Martin Kelly, 
63, Titular Bishop of Nasai and re- 
tired Bishop of Winona, was of- 
fered &: St. Thomas Pro-Cathedral 
here. Burial was in St. Mary’s 
Cemetery. 

Archbishop Leo Binz, Coadjutor 
of Dubuque, offered the Mass and 
Bishop Peter W. Bartholome, Co- 
adjutor of St. Cloud, preached the 
sermon. Archbishop Binz, until his 
appointment last November to the 
Dubuque archdiocese, served for 
seven years as Coadjutor Bishop of 
Winona and Apostolic Administrat- 
or of the diocese. Bishop Kelly re- 
tired last November and Bishop 
Edward A. Fitzgerald was named 
to succeed him in the Winona di- 
ocese. Bishop Bartholome is a for- 
mer priest of the Winona diocese. 

A half dozen Bishops of the St. 
Paul Province, which includes the 
Winona diocese, were present at 
the Mass and assisted in giving 
the final absolutions, 

Bishop Kelly died (June 24) in 
St. Mary’s ospital, Rochester, 
Minn. The Bishop had been cvun- 
fined to the hospital sinee 1941, 
when he suffered a stroke. Since 
that time his life has been one of 
heroic patience and extreme suf- 
fering. 

Until the time that he was 
stricken, Bishop Kelly had carved a 
niche for himself in the history of 
the American Hierarchy as an able 
educator, outstanding scholar and 
efficient administrator. He was the 
third Bishop to serve the Winona 
diocese. 

Bishop Kelly was born on No- 
vember 15, 1886, at Yucatan, Minn., 
one of five children of the late 
James C. and Ellen Kelly. He at- 
tended St, Thomas College, St. 
Paul, Minn., and made his studies 
for the priesthood at St. Paul’s 
Seminary, St. Paul; the Catholic 
University of America, Washington,

st until the dissolution of the 

lovak republic in 1945, He was 
given refuge at the Vatican. Feb- 
ruary of this year he moved to 

Montreal, Canada, as an immi- 
grant. 

In October, 1947, he was tried 
“in absentia” by what was called 
a Communist controlled court in 
Bratislava, Slovakia, and sentenc- 

to 20 years in prison and the 
confiscation of his property. He 
was charged with taking part in 
political events for the establish- 
ment of an independent Slovakia. 

The aims of the Slovak National 
Council Abroad received full en- 
dorsement at the May meeting in 
Cleveland of the Slovak League 
of America.

Builds Barrier 
Against Atheists 


St. Mary’s, Calif. — (NC)— 
Catholic education provides an in- 


surmountable barrier to the athe- 
ist and the lawless and against the 
modern errors which threaten to 
destroy civilization, U.S. Attorney 
General J. Howard McGrath told 
the 173 graduates of St. Mary’s 
college. Bishop Hugh A. Donohue, 
Auxiliary of San Francisco, pre- 
sided. 


Mr. McGrath assailed false edu- 
cational theories “that seek to dis- 
place God from the hearts and 
minds of man.” Through the basic 
errors of the present in schools, in 
laws and in civil institutions, he 
said, “our once great Christian so- 
ciety is losing its distinctive 
traits and sinking to the level of 
an immoral paganism.” 


Modern worldly education, he 
warned, can never bring to a 
troubled world the fruits of a last- 
ing peace, “which can only grow 
on the soil of justice, of moral wis- 
dom and moral forces.” 


But the Catholic school places 
high and above mere knowledge 
a love for God’s moral law, Mr. 
McGrath stated. It instills “a just 
compliance with the Divine Will 
. » « respect for the principles of 
complete and wholesome living ... 
a cultivated sense of right and 
wrong, of virtue and vice,”. he 
said. 


Catholic education is more than 
an acquisition of a mere knowl- 
edge of facts and things, the At- 
torney General said. “In a vast 
unity of facts and faith, it relates 
the goods, and the rights and the 
uses of this world to the world to 
come,” he said. 


“Despite the vicissitudes of time 
and man, the Catholie principles 
of education have stood above the 
flood of many waters and remain 
today unshaken,” Mr. McGrath 
continued, “for they were built up- 
on a rock ... the immutable, un- 
changeable and everlasting prin- 
ciples of an unchangeable and 
everlasting God.”

Notre Dame, Ind. — (NC)—A 
stock colony of germ-free animals 
fo: scientific research was begun 
here last week in conjunction with 
dedication ceremonies for a new 
Germ-Free Life Laboratory in the 
Laboratories of Bacteriology at the 
University of Notre Dame (LO- 
UND). 


The new apparatus in which the 
germ-free animal colony will be 
reared, is designed to house ap- 
proximately 1,000 animals at one 
time. From this huge tank, which 
is entered by a diver who must 
dive through a germicidal solution 
before feeding and caring for the 
animals, the animals may be re- 
moved several at a time to smaller 
germ-free apparatus for scientific 
research in medical problems. 


The germ-free animal colony 
was started by the introduction of 
six germ-free chickens into the 
tank. It is expected that these 
chickens will be followed by other 
species of animals (such as rats)

Some years ago when enemies 
of the Church actually fabricated 
a document called “The K ts of 
Columbus Oath,” the nights 
offered to present their entire 
ritual to a committee of Masons 
for examina This committee, 
appointed to do the examining, hesi- 
tated lest-it might appear that 
their order also accepted the bogus 
document as genuine. The result 
was that the committee issued a 
statement to the effect that the 
Knights of Columbus take no oath 
whatsoever, and that its Fourth 
Degree—the highest—was design- 
ed to inculcate the loftiest senti- 
ments of patriotism. To Catholics 
that verdict was also commonplace, 
because every Catholic child is 
taught to render allegiance to the 
temporal power of his country, of 
his state, to his city, under pain 
of sin. St. Paul teaches that doc- 
trine and so has the Catholic 
Church always taught it. 

The love of country on the part 
of Catholics was taught concretely 
by the larger percentage of volun- 
teers than their quota would war- 
rant for our armed services both 
in World War I and World War II. 


Nation Without God, 


PEAKING in Vermont recently 

Archbishop Richard J. Cushing, 
of Boston, compared the practical 
recognition of God and His inter- 
est in the affairs of men on the 
part of our political leaders of the 
past with those of the present. 
Whatever was great in this nation 
Abraham Lincoln declared was 
made so “under God.” He called 
not only for public prayer, but for 
public fasts and for days of re- 
pentance to elicit the interest of 
God when the unity of this nation 
was threatened. The Archbishop 
noted that the phrase “this nation 
under God” may soon become “this 
nation without God.” 

Our Founding Fathers wrote into 
the Preamble of the Declaration 
‘of Independence their belief in 
God, and they credited Him with 
all the inalienable rights men 
enjoy. They trusteed in His pro- 
vidence for the growth of the 
citizenry in both virtue and pros- 
perity. 

Those who wrote the Northwest 
Ordinance some years prior to that 
declared that in the Northwest 
Territory “virtue and discipline 
4nd knowledge” should be culti- 
vated in the schools. Virtue came 
first, discipline second and know- 
ledge third in their estimation. 

But the Supreme Court judges, 
while invoking a single sentence 
from Thomas Jefferson to sustain 
their. position, recently declared 
that not only must no knowledge 
of God be taught in the schools, 
but that there must be no coopera- 
tion between the school and re- 
ligion. On that account God not 
only has no place in the classroom, 
but parents, whose place the 
school takes, must not insist on 
their children being released from 
the classroom once or twice a week

ESDAY is July Fourth, Inde- 

pendence Day, when Ameri- 
cans everywhere will | back to 
1776 and recall the epic of hero- 
ism which made the United States 
a reality. “All men are created 
equal,” says the Declaration of 
Independence, and on that novel 
premise a whole new political sys- 
tem was founded. Saint Thomas. 
one of the leading Catholic think- 
ers of all time, put it this way 
many centuries before: “Nature 
made all men equal in liberty, 
though ‘not Gn their natural per- 
fections.” 


You cah check through much of 
St. Thomas’ 13th Century writings, 
and discover how closely the spirit 
of the Declaration of Independence 
follows the Catholic thought. 


If Catholics felt the way the 
American Revolutionists felt, 
where were they when the war was 
phn, fought? As this July Fourth 
recalls the scenes to mind, every 
Catholic can be proud of the part 
his forebearers played in the War 
for Independence. There were 
25,000 Catholics or so in the Colon- 
ies when war came, and. they 
played a larger part than their 
numbers indicated in the war. The 
French Catholics near the Cana- 
dian border, the Spanish Catholics 
in Louisiana, the Catholics in 
Maryland and the other states— 
all these were prominent figures 
in the Revolution. 


Remember These 


Most familiar are names like 
Pulaski, Kosciusko and Lafayette 
~—Catholics who came from other 
countries to help the young na- 
tion. But there were Americans 
who lived in the Colonies, too— 
Catholics who gave tremendous 
help. Outstanding was Charles 
Carroll, of Maryland. That state 
originally opposed the idea of 
a revolution, and Charles Car- 
roll was among a small group of 
men who helped to swing Mary- 
land into line with the other col- 
onies. Later, Carroll was named 
as a delegate to the Continental 
Congress, and he was one of the 
signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. Historians say that 
he stood to lose more than any 
other man, for Carroll was one of 
the richest men in America, worth 
two million dollars or more. Yet 
he stood up to be counted in the 
fight for liberty. 

Philippe du Coudray, a French- 
man, came to help the colonies 
and was raised to the rank of 
Major General. When he died in 
battle, the Congress officially ‘at- 
tended his Requiem Mass in a 
body, at St. Mary’s Church in 
| Philadelphia. This was one of 
four times when Congress at- 
tended Mass officially during the 
Revolution. 

Women, too, played their part. 
Molly Pitcher, who replaced her 
husband at the battle of Mon- 
mouth, was a Catholic. She has 
been called the first WAC. 

The Father .of the American 
Navy, John Barry, was a Catholic. 
He was the outstanding naval 
officer of the Revolution. 

Father Pierre Gibault helped to 
preserve the Northwest Territory 
for the colonies.

Money Gifts Too 


Catholics proved themselves gen- 
erous with their. money as well 
as their fighting strength. Charles 
Carroll gave freely of his wealth 
to help the cause. Thomas Fitz- 
Simons of Philadelphia, who helped 
Robert Morris finance the Revolu- 
tion, was the largest single sub- 
scriber. Four other Philadelphia 
Catholics gave a total of $55,000 
—and that was a lot more money 
in 1776 that it is today! The 
Friendly Sons of St. Patrick, if 
you please, gave more than half 
a million dollars to help the young 
nation’s Army. Even the missions 
of California, then as remote as 
Timbuctoo, sent nearly $3,000. 


France, Poland and Spain—all 
Catholic countries—helped the col- 
onists. France sent four fleets, 
as well as money. General Jean- 
Baptiste Rochambeau, a _ French- 
man and a Catholic, commanded 
four regiments and helped defeat 
Cornwallis at Yorktown. 

Casimir Pulaski, called the 
“Father of American Cavalry,” 
lost his life in battle at Savannah.

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The Catholic-born mothers had to 
admit that they were equally un- 
prepared for this very responsible 
job. 

The material covered in these 
hour-lectures runs parallel to that 
covered by the children. It is more 
a matter of discussing methods 
than material. We become involved 
in some fairly deep discussions, but 
only as a basis for understanding 
simple truths or in response to a 
mother’s special question. 


Mothers ask questions to the ex- 
tent that we are unable to keep 
pace with the material progress of 
the little ones. Several mothers 
have had trouble giving a satisfac- 
tory description of God to their 
little darlings of two and three, On 
the previous Sunday, a three-year 
old had broken the solemn silence 
of the nine-thirty children’s Mass 
to — if the pastor, celebrating 
the Mass, were God. 


A well-educated mother was con- 
fused by the inconsistency of the 
truths which her son and daughter 
were bringing home from high 
school and college. We spent a 
half-hour discussing the measure 
by which the truth of a concept 
must be judged, namely by the 
conformity of the concept of the 
mind with reality which in turn is 
in conformity with the mind of 
God who made it. A case in point 
was the concept of the atom as the 
smallest indivisible unit, which 
concept had to be changed when 
the atom was split. This fact, of 
course, proved that the former 
concept of the atom was false all 
the time because it did not con- 
form to the atom as it existed from 
the time it was created by God.—

Archdiocese Dies 


Budapest—Msgr. John Drahos, 
acting head of the Esztergom 
archdiocese since the imprison- 
ment of His Eminence Josef Car- 
dinal Mindszenty, has died here 
(June 15) at the age of 66. 

Monsignor Drahos served as 
Vicar General of the archdiocese 
until a few weeks ago when he was 
taken to a Budapest hospital be- 
cause of a serious heart ailment. 
Msgr. Charles Gigler was then 
named acting Vicar General of the 
archdiocese, and Msgr. Julius Mat- 
ray continues to serve as chancel- 


or. 

Ordained in 1909, Msgr. Drahos 
was long closely connected with 
the administration of Hungary’s 
primatial see. In 1915 he was ap- 
pointed secretary to Cardinal John 
Csernoch. In 1937 he was named 
Vicar General by Cardinal Justin 
Seredi, and continued in that post 
when Cardinal Mindszenty became 
head of the primatial see in 1945.

Newspapers and magazines gen- 
erally point out the many difficul- 
ties which remain to be overcome 
before the plan is realized. How- 
ever, says the Augsburg diocesan 
weekly, “rt is no accident that the 
only people who appear to be able 
to restore order and peace in Eu- 
rope” are Christian political lead- 
ers such as Foreign Minister Rob- 
ert Schuman of France, Premier 
Aleide De Gasperi of Italy and 
Dr. Kurt Adenauer of Germany. 

“In Hbdlland, Belgium and Lux- 
emburg, too,” the weekly goes on, 


“the leaders feel bound by Chris- 
tian ddctrine. Obviously, only a 
policy born out of the spirit of 
Christianity can secure freedom 
and dignity for the individual and 
a sincere cooperation of nations.” 

The paper points out that it will

Washington —(NC)— In one of 
the most exhaustive studies of the 
human brain ever attempted, the 
. Dr. Cornelius J. Connolly, 
head of the anthropology depart- 
ment of the Catholic University of 
America, here, has concluded that 
there is a definite distinction be- 
tween the human brain and that 
of the most highly developed ani- 
mal, 


He reached his conclusions 
after a comprehensive study of 538 
brains from the 50 species in the 
U. S. National Museum in this city. 
His findings are contained in his 
work, “External Morphology of 
The Primate Brain,” which has 
been published by Charles, C. 
Thomas of Springfield, Ill., ‘and 
has been received favorably by 
scientists in this country and 
abroad. The volume numbers 385 
pages and has 343 illustrations. 


Beginning his research with the 
brains of lemurs, lowest of pri- 
mates, he worked through African 
and American monkeys to 
gibbons and the great apes. Even 
at the bottom of the scale, he dis- 
covered a primate brain pattern Is 
apparent, which, he said, “could 
not easily be confused with the 
pattern of any other animal brain.

Dr. Connolly wanted to ascertain 
what differentiated the structure 
of the human thinking machine 
from that of animals. He traced 
the development and made specific 
measurements of the deep furrows, 
or sulci, running across the cere- 
bral cortices of the Smithsonian 
specimens and also of the eleva- 
tions or convolutions between 
those furrows. 


The pattern of furrows and 
ridges differs between indi- 
viduals, but in all cases is 
much more complex in_ the 


human than in the anima) brain, 
Dr. Connolly says, He found that 
the human fetal brains—the brains 
of unborn children—carry the typi- 
cal human pattern “from the mo- 
ment the first fissures appear” 
and the human brain, he discover- 
ed, “does not pass through a lemur 
stage, a monkey stage or an ape 
stage.
